In reply to anyone who would deny 
that Sinn Feiners were responsible for the 
murder of Joyal policemen who were doing their 
duty, he read a proclamation which had been 
issued stating that policemen found in certain 
areas would be deemed to have forfeited their 
lives. Nationalists said that the country 
must be ruled by the majority. The popula- 
tion of Ireland was one-fifteenth of the popula- 
tion of the United Kingdom, and that fitteenth 
demanded a Republic for Ireland, yet in Ireland 
one-third of the people were bitterly opposed to 
independence, and the Nationalists refused to 
grant a Parliament to the one-third of the 
people who demanded it. Nationalists would 
say that the Irish people were geographically 
united, and that they were a nationality. He 
denied that the Irish had ever been a nation- 
ality. Ireland had been split up into a num- 
ber of small States, one waging war against an- 
other. The Irish were certainly not one race 
nor of one religion: Undoubtedly there was 
not one unity of purpose. Why was a settle- 
ment proposed by England? First of all, be- 
cause the English people thought that it would 
be well to maintain the friendship of the great 
democracy across the Western ocean. But 
when it came to such a state of affairs that the 
Empire had to go to Washington to see what 
was the will of America, that was the first 
sign of her collapse and destruction. The

WOODEN BUNGALOWS.

Anti-Bolshevik risings are reported 
among the peasants in some parts of 
Russia, and troops have been withdrawn 
from the front to deal with them, 

The relations between ihe United States 
and Mexico are becoming increasingly 
strained. In the Senate at Washington 
yesterday a motion was proposed to sever 
diplomatic relations.

which he leaves us to draw is obvious. 
He concludes his impudent statement by 
asserting that the time has now come 
when the Allies should take stock of the 
position of affairs in Russia and make 
prompt decisions. We agree; and their 
first decision should be to send M. Lit- 
vinoff back to Moscow without further 
delay. His presence in Copenhagen is a 
danger to civilisation, and his hypocritical 
talk about “ humanitarian issues only 
adds a cynical insult to the terrible injury 
which he and his masters have inflicted 


on the world. What is his proposal? That 


Great Britain and America should betray 
the men and women whose incomparable 
bravery saved a world from destruction; 
that. they should receive a gang of 
assassins on equal terms; and that they 
should open the gates of their countries 
to the apostles of the most pernicious 
creed ‘which has ever been known. The 
Allied democracies will never acquiesce in 
the purchase of a field of Aceldama. They 
will not be parties to a cynical betrayal of 
their friends. We all are anxious to 
secure the speedy release of our prisoners. . 
Every sacrifice compatible with national 
honour should be made to secure it, but 
the Copenhagen Conference must not be 
allowed to become a Peace Conference. 
Everybody knows the Bolsheviks’ terms; 
everybody knows that they are utterly im- 
possible. 

In The Times of yesterday the Reverend 
R. Courtier-Forster, late British Chaplain 
at Odessa, describes some of the in. 
cidents of his personal experience under 
the Soviet régime, and they are such as 
to sicken the mind. Odessa, he says, was 
deluged with blood. Some of his own 
friends ‘‘were fastened one by one with 
iron chains to planks of wood, and pushed 
slowly, inch by inch, into ships’ furnaces 
and roasted alive. People in Odessa were 


| forced to fasten their double windows in 


order to prevent the cries of unfortunate 
wretches who were tortured to death from 
penetrating into their houses. Women were 
subjected to unspeakable agonies, and the 
vilest abominations were encouraged by 
the Bolsheviks. Mr. Courtier-Forster's 
evidence is unimpeachable, and it does 
not stand alone. Everybody who has had 
first-hand experience of Bolshevism has 
the same tale to tell. Tortures of which 
Dante never dreamed, bestial excesses of 
every description, an insatiable thirst for 
innocent blood, and a complete contempt 
for everything that is holy or beautiful or 
good—these are the outward and visible 
signs of M. Litvinoff's benevolent régime. 
We are convinced that the conference at 
Copenhagen was a mistake. The Copen- 
hagen Extrablad states that our repre- 
sentative, Mr. O'Grady, was the guest of 
M. Litvinoff to dinner in a café. If this 
report be true, we can only deplore the 
fact. It is hardly customary for envoys 
of His Majesty's Government to accept 
the hospitality of the representative of a 
“gang of murderers.“ Fraternfsation with 
Bolsheviks can serve no good purpose. 
It can only weaken the cause of democracy 
against a régime of fiendish terror, and 
for that reason it should be strongly dis- 
couraged. Let us have no illusions. The 
Bolsheviks are our most implacable 
enemies. Their avowed object ia to over- 
throw our civilisation and to repeat the 


i 


of faith. Admiral von Reuter, it deelares, 
and his subordinates sank the ships en- 
tirely of their own motion. They had 
received, and could have received, no 
advice or instructions from the Admiralty 
at Berlin. Unfortunately for Berlin, Ad- 
miral von Reuter did not do his work com- 
pletely; the High Seas Fleet was not 
spurlos versenkt. The British Admiralty 
contrived to galve the light cruiser Emden, 
and was rewarded with an important 
“find — letter to Admiral von Reuter 
from Admiral von Trotha, who was then 
Chief of the German Admiralty. It is 
dated- May 9th, and is marked most 
secret.” In this letter von Trotha dis- 
cussed the position of the High Seas Fleet, 
and declared that, whatever the verdict 
of Versailles might be, the ships must 
remain German. Their fate, he wrote, 
must be consummated by ourselves, and 
he added that surrender was “out of the 
question. The letter must have been 
conveyed to von Reuter by one of the 
two or three German vessels which 
were allowed to visit Scapa Flow during 
May and June. It is almost certain 
that the Admiral took, and was in- 
tended to take, his superior officer's 
message as a definite instruction. The 
salved letter is positive proof of the false- 
hood of the German Government's state 
ment that von Reuter, at Scapa Flow, re- 
ceived no official communications from 
Berlin. We may assume that, after this 
disclosure, the Allies will insist on full 
reparation without further parley or delay. 
The incident is a usefal warning that de- 
feat has not changed the methods of Ger- 
man statecraft.

Motor Permits. 


The inconvenience of the motor-drivers 
strike is far more obtrusive than their 
sense of logic, They began by denouncing 
police permits as an insult, though they 
regard their licences from the municipal 
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Siberia up to the Ural mountains, First 
the Russians hated the J ese, and would 
have nothing to do with them or their 
goods, but that feeling has now very largely 
disappeared. ' i 

Among the numerous guestions to the 
Prime Minister put down for to-morrow 
is the following in the name of Dr. 
Murray, the member for the Western 
Isles :—‘‘ Whether his attention has been 
called to the statement that efforts are 
being made to render the internal condi- 
tion of Ireland so serious that no pro- 
posals for self-government’ will have any 
chance ; and whether he will give his per- 
sonal attention to the acts of the Irish 
Executive, so that its policy may tend to 
produce an atmosphere favourable to the 
success of the Government s proposals. 

I hear that the recent consideration given 
by the Cabinet to the consideration of 
Ireland has resulted in a decision to take 
a further important step in the direction 
of counteracting the prevalence of lawless 
ness in that country. This will take the 
form of the abolition of trial by jury in 
certain areas and the setting up of 4 
Commission of Judges for the trial of 
criminal cases in such areas. The step is 
rendered necessary by the frequent failure 
of juries to return verdicts. 

We are all looking to the United States 
to take over some of the financial burdens 
of Europe which have hitherto fallen so 
heavily upon the taxpayér of this country, 
and it is satisfactory to learn from the 
American Secretary .of the Treasury, 
Senator Glass, that a scheme is actually 
under consideration for funding the Allies’ 
obligations to his country. But I think 
that it will surprise most people to learn 
how it the ‘cost of the war has been 
already to the United States. America 
only came into the war in 1917, and her 
actual participation in the land fichting 
was limited to a period of barely seven 
months, Yet her war costs are given As 
over seven thousand millions sterling, of 
only about one thousand millions less than 
that of these islands, which bore the

Now their protest against permits is being 
enforced by an assumption of authority 
to issue the hated symbol of servitude. 
Yesterday the men's union decided to 
grant permits to those of its own mem 
bers who drive doctors’ cars.

Yet the 
only professional chauffeurs who will drive 
cars through Dublin to-day will be men 
who have got permits from a body that 
is on strike against the very principle of 
permits, Moreover, if a constable ventures 
to delay a doctor's: car, a  tender- 
hearted, if lawless, community will abash 
him with charges of inhumanity, It is a 
curious state of affairs, and would be 
amusing if it were less expensi 
body concerned.

DEAN INGE ON MODERN CONDITIONS. 

In reviewing an article by M. Dausat in the 
current number of the “Anglo-French Review,” 
Dean inge, referring to the moral and economic 
conditions in England, says: — We are only 
just beginning to realise that we are golloping 
along the road to ruin. With us, unfor- 
tunately, there is a great deal of real distress 
amounting almost to starvation among the 
middie class, who are ground between the upper 
and nether milistones of the profiteers and the 
trade unions. Large numbers of the parochial 
clergy are almost in rags, and have not enough 
to eat. Refined gentlemen and ladies are re- 
duced to accepting presents of cast-off clothing 
and old boots. Ihe richer professional men, 
though they have enough left to keep the wolf 
from the door, have lost about 158. in the 
pound óf their incomes before the war, 50 per 
cent. being taken from them by taxation, and 
50 per cent. of the remainder by incréase in 
the cost of living. This enormous transference 
of wealth, caused chiefly by the threats of 
organised labour, which, while the country was 
fighting for ite life, it was impossible to resist, 
constitutes a social revoluton such as this 
country has never seen before. The explana- 
tion of the profligate finance of the Govern- 
ment, from the beginning of the war to the 
present moment, is the grave political condition 
of the country,
